I. Claims 1-37, 53-1 17 and 126-127, group I, are directed a client (terminal) 
accessing a content server, classified in class 709, subclass 203. 

II. Claims 38-52, 1 18-125 and 128-13 1, group 11, are directed classifying data on a 
computer, classified in class 707, subclass 100. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination.

3. Claims 38-52, 1 18-125 and 128-131, group II, required a field of search in class 707, 
subclass 100, which is a different field of search unnecessary in claims 1-37, 53-1 17 and 126- 
127, group I.
